The broadcast 
is not scheduled for St. Louis. 

Reply By Martin. 

Republican House Leader Jos- 
eph Martin of Massachusetts re- 
torted that the facts in this case 
were published a year ago in a 
Senate Banking Committee _re- 
port. 

Leveling his finger at Hays, 
Martin said the Republicans want- 
ed charges of pressure and in- 
fluence against the RFC thorough- 
ly aired whether it hit Demo- 
crats and Republicans.

An income tax case involving 
another St. Louis business exec- 
utive has been under investiga- 
tion by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue for four years without 
result, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. . 

The taxpayer, an officer of a 
manufacturing firm, had an in- 
come of $70,000 to $100,000 a 
year. He said the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau, in its long inquiry 
into his affairs, objected ‘o his 
failure to report his expenses, 
which were paid by his company. 

“I don’t think there has been 
any fix’ in my case,” he said. 
“What made it difficult was that 
the accountant who was handling 
my affairs died in the midst of 
the investigation.” 

Grand Jury Resumes Inquiry. 

The United States grand jury, 
which is making a special in- 
quiry into income tax cases, re- 
sumed its investigation today. 
The jury has returned two in- 
dictments for tax evasion and is 
expected to make another report 
later today. 

Yesterday the jury spent almost 
the entire day questioning Ru- 
dolph H. Hartmann, agent in 
charge of the St. Louis intelli- 
gence unit of the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau, and John F. Molloy, 
one of Hartmann’s agents.

Greenglass told the Federal 
jury yesterday that less than a 
month after the first atom bomb 
was dropped on Hiroshima he 
gave Rosenberg plans for a later- 
model bomb. 

He said Rosenberg tried several 
times to get him to flee the Unit- 
ed States after learning of the 
arrest of Dr. Klaus Fuchs in Eng- 
land on espionage charges. 

Gleenglass said he ignored the 
advice, but that Rosenberg re- 
newed the pressure after the ar- 
rest of Harry Gold, Philadelphia 
chemist, as a spy for Russia. The 
witness had testified yesterday 
that he had contacts with Gold.

NEW YORK, March 13—Frank 
Costello, the nation's No. 1 racket 
boss, told the Kefauver Senate 
Crime Committee today he en- 
tered the slot: machine business 
in New Orleans in the 1930s at 
the invitation of the late United 
States Senator Huey Long, then 
/Governor of Louisiana. 

The testimony followed Costel- 
lo's refusal to tell the committee 
his net worth on the ground he 
might incriminate himself, 

Costello testified he “set up” 
in Louisiana after a talk with 
Long at a hotel here in 1935, 

Revenue for Pensions. 

“He told me, the witness rre- 
lated. “that he wanted me and 
legislation to get revenue for old- 
age pensions.” Costello added 
that Long asked him to make “a 
survey in New Orleans for locat- 
ing slot machines.” 

In reply to questions, Costello 
agreed that his income in 1944 
consisted of $70,685 from the 
Louisiana Mint Co., at New Or- 
leans, and $884 from the Seventy- 
nine Wall Street Corporation. 

“What was the Louisiana Mint 
Corporation,” committee counsel 
inguired. 
| “Tt was a mint machine busi- 
ness, what are known as slot ma- 
chines,” Costello answered. The 
witness added that his income 
from the Louisiana operation 
ceased in 1946. ’ 

Asked for the basis of his cli- 
ent’s. refusal to discuss his net 
worth, George Wolf, Costello's at- 
torney, pointed out that the com- 
mittee’s interim report March | 
dealt with income tax matters. A 
statement of Costello's net worth 
might have serious bearing under 
those circumstances, the attorney 
‘ added. 

Had Promised Statement. 

Committee counsel argued that 
the witness had waived his right 
of refusing to answer by previous- 
‘ly promising the committee, at-a 
closed hearing here, that he would 
‘submit a complete financial state- 
ment. 

Wolf contended that the prom- 
ise was made in good faith, but 
that the interim report of the 
committee, indicating that mem- 
bers thought most of the individ- 
uals named had been guilty of 
income tax evasions, changed the 
situation. Therefore, his client 
had changed his mind, Wolf said. 
| The attorney declined to supply 
the committee with a specific rea- 
son why the answer would incrim- 
inate Costello, declaring the de- 
cision was up to the witness.

He described the atom bomb as 
a round object, made of three 
concentric shells, surrounded by 
a girdle of detonators.

How 
radium might be introduced to 
this trigger was not explained.

An engineer could tell from the 
drawings of the lenses how to 
fire an A-bomb. The reporters 
were not shown these drawings. 
But a permissible guess is that 
like the bazooka’s 
penetrating fire. Bazookas are 
inverted V-shaped little guns, and 
the interior of the V is flat. The 
powder packed inside the V is 
filled with tiny fragments—any- 
thing will do. and in industry 
powdered glass is used. The ex- 
plosion's force is channeled by 
the V-lens so that out of the 
wide-open end of the V a jet 
drives forth 10 times faster than 
any big gun can fire a shell or 
any rifle a bullet. 

What is fired by the lenses, 
Greenglass’s story did not Say, 
or if it did, that was not put in 
evidence. One substance could be 
fragmented or powdered plutoni- 
um. This plutonium powder 
would drive faster than any gun 
could send it, onto the sphere of 
plutonium at the center, increas- 
ing the mass of the center to the

Many Stoppage Points. 


Prosecution of income tax vio- 
lators can be stopped at a dozen 
or more points and, as a result, 
relatively few cases in recent 
years go as far as a federal grand 
jury, Sharp told, the  Post- 
Dispatch.

Problems of Tax Unit Cited. 

The industry committee's re- 

port was a long, legalistic account 
of why it couldn't do anything. 
The: alcohol tax unit’s report was 
a legalistic explanation of the dif- 
ficulties under which it operates, 
but did contain proposals for 
tighter administration. 
- Added to this, in the alcohol 
tax -unit’s report, submitted by 
Deputy Internal Revenue Com- 
misgioner Carroll E. Mealey, was 
an expression of the view that | 
“correction of the porblem which 
your committee is considering re- 
quires more positive measures, 
and: will necessitate legislative 
action.” 

Mpaley’s own report, however, 
characterized the report of the 
industry committee as evidencing 
a “sincere desire to co-operate”’— 
within the framework of existing 
laws. 

For himself he suggested that 
Congress might wish to give early 
consideration to new legislation 
to protect dry states and areas 
from illegal importation of liquor 
on which federal taxes have been 
paid by producers in other states. 
This was a problem thé commit- 
tee explored at a public hearing 
here last Friday. 

Favors Liquor Permnit Bill. 

Mealey also indicated indorse- 
ment of a pending bill which 
would give additional authority to 
the alcohol tax unit, providing, 
among other things, that federal 
permits to liquor dealers, now 
issued for an indefinite period, 
should expire after one year. 

“This,” he said, “would bring 
every permitee up for re-exami-| 
nation annually, and give the de- 
partment an opportunity to 
eliminate him from business if 
his previous activities or more 
recent connections have been such 
as to indicate that he is not likely 
to maintain .operations in con- 
formity with federal law.” , 

Another provision of the bill— 
similar bills have been before the 
Senate since 1944 without action 
—would provide for revocation of 
permits of first offenders against 
federal law. The present law pro- 
vides only for suspension of per- 
mits of first offenders. 

There are also other steps-—rec- 
ommended by the industry com- 
mittee—and not requiring new 
legislation, that Mealey said the 
Internal Revenue Bureau will 
take, should take, or is consider- 
ing taking, to improve its enforce- 
ment procedures. f 

‘Will Take’ Category. 

Among these the only one fall- 
ing in the “will take” category 
was that collectors of internal 
revenue will be instructed to re- 
quire more complete identifica- 
tion of applicants for retail liquor 
dealer federal tax stamps. 

In the “should take” category 
was revision of application forms 
to require disclosure of “benefi- 
cial owners’—that is the real 
ownerswho use front men to 
make &pplication for permits. 

And. “under consideration,” is 
the fingerprinting of applicants 
for permits. | 

The Industry’s Committee com- | 
prised Washington representatives 
of producers and importers of al- 
coholic beverages. Its report ex- 
pressed opposition to hoodlum 
practices and racketeering, but 
said the Kefauver Committee had 
found this condition in only a 
“few instances,”’ and that these 
could be dealt with by strict law 
enforcement, preferably by the 
states, rather than the Federal 
Government. 

“It must be kept in mind,” the 
Industry Committee said, “that 
every wholesale dealer in alco- 
holic beverages is required to 
have a state license and a federal 
permit to engage in business.

WASHINGTON, March 13 (AP) 
-—The Federal Reserve Board 
moved today to put a voluntary 
credit restraint program into ef- 
fect at once to help check infla- 
tion. 

The board and three other 
agencies are working on recom- 
mendations to President Truman 
on ways to reinforce the program, 


|partly by compulsory controls 


aimed at holding down lending. 

Loans by banks and perhaps by 
other types of lending institutions 
have increased at a record rate 
in the nearly nine months since 
outbreak of the Korean war. The 
board contends this fosters infla- 
tion by swelling the supply of 
money. 

The new program is aimed espe- 
cially at choking off loans for 
buying up existing businesses 
where no increase in production 
would result and at halting loans 
“for speculative investments or 
purchases.” 

Appeal to Financial Institutions. 

The board last night appealed 
to “all financial institutions in 
the United States” and to com- 


loan-restraint program. 

While Government lending 
agencies will not be covered, the 
board urged that they restrict 
their lending too. 

The private Mfistitutions were 
asked to “eliminate loans which 
are not necessary to financing the 
defense program and are not es- 
sential to the needs of agriculture, 
industry and commerce.” 

The board said Attorney Gen- 
eral McGrath had approved its 
program, giving participants ex- 
emption from the anti-trust law 
for actions they take in carrying 
it out.

Its operation .will be in charge 
of a 12-member “national volun- 
tary credit restraint committee” 
to be appointed by the board with 
four representatives each from 
the life insurance companies, in- 
vestment banks and commercial 
(checking account) banks. 

The committee will “meet from 
time to time for the purpose of 
considering the functioning of the 
program and advising the board” 
regarding it. 

It also will appoint subcommit- 

tees over the country “to be avail- 
able for consultation with indi- 
vidual financing institutions and 
to assist them in determining the 
application of the program with 
respect to specific loans.” 
For guidance, the program 
drawn up by the board specifies 
two types of loans which should 
not be made “under present con- 
ditions unless modified by the 
circumstances of the particular 
loan:” 

1. Those to “retire or acquire 
corporate equities in the hands 
of the public, including loans for 
the acquisition of existing com- 
panies or plants where no over- 
all increase of production would 
result.” 

2. Those for “speculative in- 
vestments or purchases.” The 
tests are whether the purchase is 
for any purpose other than use 
or distribution in the normal 
course of the borrower’s business, 
and whether the amounts involved 
are disproportionate to the bor- 
rower’s normal business opera- 
tions.” 

The board said lenders should 
reject applications for “specula- 
tive” loans to expand real estate 
holdings or plant facilities as well 
as for accumulation of inventories 
“in expectation of resale instead 
of use.” 


“Proper” Loans Listed. 
To make things clear, the board 


also listed four types of “proper” 


loans: 

1. Those for direct or indirect 
defense production, including fuel, 
power and transportation. 

2. Loans for producing, proc- 
essing and distributing in domes- 
tic and foreign commerce “agri- 
cultural and other staple prod- 
ucts,” along with “goods and serv- 
ices supplying the essential day- 
to-day needs of the country.” 

3. Loans for adding to work- 
ing capital “where higher wages 
and prices of materials make such 
loans necessary to sustain essen- 
tial production, processing or dis- 
tribution services.” 

4. Loans to securities dealers 
“in the normal conduct of their 
business” or to them and others

Philippine army headquarters 
estimates that since Jan. 4, 1950, 
when the army took over the anti- 
Huk campaign, some 2093 Red 
guerrillas have been killed, 828 
captured and only 479 surren- 
dered. Hundreds of casualties 
have been suffered by civilians 
and government troops. 

Latest estimates by official

RUSSIA OUTLAWS 
WARMONGERING AS 
A MAJOR CRIME 


4 ARAB TERRORISTS 
IN PLOT TO RENEW 
ISRAEL WAR DOOMED 


DAMASCUS, March 13 (UP)— 
Four Arab terrorists accused of 
plotting the assassination of Arab 
premiers in dn attempt to renew 
the Palestine war were sentenced 
to death by a Syrian military tri- 
bunal last night. Eleven others, 
including the former Defense Min- 
ister of Syria, wére sentenced 
from one to five years in prison. 

Much of the evidence in the 
8l-day trial was not made public 
for fear it would endanger rela- 
tions among the seven Arab states. 
Testimony of plots against King 
Abdullah of Jordan, Premier 
Nouri Es-Said of Iraq and other 
chiefs of state was produced. 
Marked for assassinations were 
Arab rulers believed to be under 
foreign influence who balked at 
a finish fight against Israel. 


MOSCOW, March 13 (AP)—The 
Supreme Soviet (Parliament) last 
hight passed a law making war- 
mongering a major crime. There 
was no opposition to the measure, 
passed in the presence of Prime 
Minister Stalin. 

The law says spreading war 
propaganda “in any form whatso- 
ever” is a crime against human- 
ity. The punishment: 

“Persons who are guilty of war 
propaganda shall be called to jus- 
tice and condemned as the most 
heinous criminals.” 

(The Soviet Union now applies 
the death penalty to crimes 
“against the state,” which would 
include this offense. Similar laws 
against warmongering have been 
passed in Soviet satellite coun- 
tries. Those in East Germany and 
China carry the death penalty.)

A Going Concern. 


What has happened here in the 
last year, made this year’s Leip-

The Case Against U.M.S.T. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Whether or not Congress wil! follow 
the Canadian Parliament's example by 
rejecting universal military service and 
training remains a matter for much 
speculation. In past sessions, Congress 
always turned down universal military 
training proposals. The Administration's 
U.M.S.T. bill incorporates a regular 
Graft law, wherein lies the greatest 
challenge to this tradition. 

Among the fears inspired by U.M. 
S.T. is the permanency of heavy mili- 
tary expenditures and excess troops— 
two things which have contributed sub- 
stantially to war since the days of an- 
cient Persia’s Cyrus and Darius. An- 
other dismal aspect of U.M.S.T., natu- 
rally, is the everlasting regimentation 
of American youth. Democracies ac- 
cept this principle only as a dictate of 
national security. It is fair to term 
such legislation undemocratic and cer- 
tainly unpopular. 

As Senator Taft recently pointed out, 
the Defense Department has made an 
obvious move to stir reservists in sup- 
port of 18-year-old conscription, which 
represents still another controversial 
provision of the U.M.S.T. bill. The 
Defense Department shows little regard 
for reservists by using them as propa- 
ganda tools. 

It seems that the Selective Service 
Act has always filled our manpower 
requirements, though possibly a little 
behind schedule. Nevertheless, a free 
way of life for American youth must 
be maintained when world conditions 


permit.

The Fix Pattern 


The Post-Dispatch yesterday reported a pat- 
tern of income tax fixes so successful, so wide- 
spread and so costly to the Government that it 
should shake the national capital all the way 
to the top of the Washington monument. The 
reverberations should be quick to reach Key 
West where the White House party is spending 
a late winter vacation on the beach. 

The first source of information about the fix 
pattern in income tax prosecutions is a retired 
agent of the Intelligence Unit, Robert L. Sharp, 
who served for 25 years, some three of them in 
St. Louis. 

How did Mr. Sharp express his protest? 

He did the highly unusual thing of writing 
personally to a Federal Judge to complain that 
many important cases recommended for prose- 
cution were fixed along the way. 

What form has this fix taken? 

The pattern is that political lawyers, with 
highly placed connections, take up these prose- 
cution cases, with the result that they are re- 
moved from prosecution channels. 

How high up do these influences go? 

In at least one instance, a widely known St. 
Louis business man, who is a friend of Presi- 
dent Truman and Secretary of the Treasury 
Snyder, escaped prosecution for income tax eva- 
sion after pressure was exerted in Washington. 

Who handles these fixes? 

In St. Louis, three lawyers who are highly 
influential in Democratic party politics, seldom 
fail in getting prosecutions stopped once they 
take a case which has been recommended by the 
Intelligence Unit for action by the Department 
of Justice. 

Why do not more agents protest as Mr. Sharp 
has done? 

Along with the fix pattern goes a pattern of 
intimidation. As described by Mr. Sharp, agents 
believe that they have no chance of advance- 
ment unless they do the will of the higher-ups. 

Is this pattern confined to the lower levels of 
income tax administration and prosecution? 

In his highly unusual charge tothe federal 
grand jury now investigating this whole situa- 
tion, Federal Judge Moore gave the jurors au- 
thority to take income tax cases out of their 
usual channels to press prosecution. Since then, 
Attorney General McGrath has phoned United 
States Attorney Drake Watson several times to 
get these cases returned to their “regular chan- 
nels.” 

Officials in both St. Louis and Washington 
have a lot to explain. These officials include: 

Collector of Internal Revenue James P. 

Finnegan. . 

United States Attorney Drake Watson. 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue George

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Windy Upshot of the Debate 


Members of the Senate Foreign Relations and 
Armed Services committees saved as many po- 
litical faces as possible in the wording of their 
resolution approving the stationing of Amerf- 
can ground troops in Western Europe. 

They harkened to Republican cries by includ- 
ing a provision that both houses of Congress 
should concur before more American troops 
than the presently-contemplated six divisions are 
stationed in Europe. The committees would put 
in the record a statement that the major con- 
tribution to Gen. Eisenhower’s forces should be 
made by European nations. But the resolution 
as it now stands would be a purely advisory 
statement of congressional opinion, and hence 
legally could be ignored by the President if 
he so chose. 

What all this seems to boil down to is a 
restatement of the principle that the President 
should consult with Congress on the broad issues 
of American foreign policy, while leaving up in 
the air the argument over the exact amount of 
control Congress can or should exercise over 
foreign policy. 

It approves present plans and normal prac- 
tice, does not absolutely bind the Administra- 
tion’s hands for the future, and settles nothing. 
As a statement of congressional opinion, it would 
add very little more to the record than is already 
there. This upshot of the “great debate” is 
about as windy as much of the debate. 
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Islam in Ferment 


The nationalist and religious ferment in the 
Moslem world continues to boil over. A tribal 
outbreak in French Morocco was only nipped at 
the last moment. Egyptians demand British 
withdrawal from the Sudan and the Suez canal 
area. Governments have fallen at Ankara and 
Damascus. Pakistan's army chief of staff has 
been arrested to foil what was claimed to be an 
“enemy conspiacy” to plunge the country into 
turmoil. 

And easily the most dramatic and most im- 
portant of the recent explosions was the assassi- 
nation of Iran's Premier Ali Razmara by a fa- 
natic who is now spending his days in jail 
punctuating recitals of verses from the Koran 
with cries of “Death to the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Co.” 

How weak the Arab world essentially is was 
demonstrated by Israel's successful defiance of 
the Arab League. How miserable is life for the 
vast majority of Arabs was driven home to every 
G.I. who got to North Africa. How romantic 
the Arab world can be made was demonstrated 
in “The Desert Song.”

The M.F.A. has published a survey made for 
it by Dr. Herman M. Haag.

True, the region most in need of medical 
facilities is the bootheel, and it is pretty far 
from Columbia. Yet if the university medical 
school and hospital were to be located in Kan- 
sas City—where the Missouri Medical Associa- 
tion still wants it—patients from the bootheel 
would face an even longer trip. The plain fact 
is that it will take more than one hospital to 
fill Missouri's requirements. But let us make 
sure that at least the one now, under considera- 
tion is not built in the wrong place. 

Like St. Louis, Kansas City has more than its 
share of the available doctors, and it needs to 
be remembered that the University of Kansas 
medical school is, so to speak, just across the 
street. To put another teaching hospital there 


.simply would be to worsen the already bad 


distribution of medical facilities. On the other 
hand, a hospital in Columbia could serve many 
a rural patient. What can be done in these days 
of good roads has been brilliantly shown by the 
University of Iowa hospital in Iowa City. 

There is the further possibility that a medical 
student trained away from the big cities may 
not be as irresistibly drawn to them as so many 
medical graduates now are. Other steps also 
must be taken to make rural practice attractive. 
But in the meantime the curators ought to do 
their bit by reaffirming the deeision to build 
in Columbia. There, two years of medicine al- 
ready are being taught. The presence of the 
other university departments make possible a 
better rounded scientific education. And the 
Fischel Cancer Hospital already stands as the 
nucleus of a modern hospital group. 
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A Step to Aid Small Business 

Senator Humphrey of Minnesota has the right 
idea, we think, in proposing to set up an office 
of small business defense production. It is a 
full-time job of government, looking out for 
small business, seeing that it gets a chance 
to do its share in producing for defense. During 
the Second World War, Maury Maverick showed 
that it was a full-time job which could be 
performed with distinction; his was an outstand- 
ing public service. 

Just now, small business is very much lost 
in the shuffle. Competing with larger business 
for materials, manpower and capital, it finds 
itself again at a disadvantage. But the country 
has a two-way stake in small businesses: One, 
because it needs the goods they can turn out 
for the mobilization now; two, because it needs 
the continued survival of small business enter- 
prises to keep the business life of the nation 
competitive.

Levy said he had had many complaints about 
gamblers operating at the Westbury track, and 
a racing. commissioner had threatened to re- 
voke the track’s license. And he added that after 
Costello had agreed to “do what he could,” 
the complaints about gambling ceased. 

This testimony is a surprising revelation of 
gangland power. Levy did not go to the local 
police for help. He said the Roosevelt Raceways 
private police were unable to cope with the 
problem. The racing commission itself appar- 
ently did little beyond warning Levy. So he 
went for protection against the hoodlums to the 
reputed king of the hoodlum enterprises, and 
this he did with the full knowledge of the 
racing commissioner!

An Editorial in Fortune 


Civil-defense planning is urgent. Yet 
the plain truth is that very little has yet 
been accomplished, and much of what 
passes for planning against atomic attack 
completely ignores the economics of civil 
defense. , 

The Federal Civil Defense Act of 1950 
prescribed no policies, authorized no spe- 
cific appropriation, and set forth objec- 
tives only so broad as to be relatively 
meaningless. 

As for the newly created Federal Civil 
Defense Administration, it has yet to 
enunciate a policy sufficiently plausible 
por equitable to arouse the necessary state 
and local support. 

Most states and cities are re-establishing 
World War II defense services, have ap- 
pointed CD directors, made modest ap- 
propriations and recruited volunteers. But 
even at this level the arm band and tin 
hat are still not regarded with much en- 
thusiasm. 

Despite much talk, few interstate civil- 
defense compacts have been signed, and 
no mobile medical, rescue or fire-fighting 
units are fully organized. 


Where Bostonians Might Go 


(New York—New Jersey and New Hamp- 
shire-Massachusetts have signed but not 
ratified such pacts. However, many legis- 
latures now in session are considering 
similar action. It is worth noting that 
New Hampshire, with no prime targets of 
its own, is sensibly concentrating on plans 
for receiving bombed-out Bostonians.) 

By its terms the Federal Government 
would have footed 54 per cent of the over- 
all CD bill, with the states and municipali- 
ties sharing the balance.

Thus the plan ruled out the one palata- 
ble method of financing the state-local 
share of projects receiving federal aid and 
assured that the vast expenditures would 
serve no useful peacetime purpose. (Up 
to $250,000,000 of RFC loans are author- 
ized for self-liquidating projects, however.) 

But it is not so much the cost as the 
futility of massive communal shelters that 
condemns them. To be of any value, shel- 
ters must be accessible. British experience 
in the last war indicated that they should 
be no more than 300 yards distant from 
those who are to use them. 

What good would shelters be if there 
were not time to reach them? It takes 
roughly half an hour merely to disgorge 
the human population of Manhattan's Em- 
pire State Building. Any shelter plan 
that involves the moving of thousands of 
frightened people out into the streets just 
before a bomb falls would simply assure 
a multiplication of the holocaust. 


Help Where It Is Needed 


Even FCDA has apparently recognized 
the weakness, or at least, inacceptability, 
of its original proposal.

The Vicki Baum magic works success- 
fully again in her new novel, “Danger 
from Deer,” the always interesting story of 
a ruthless woman who got what she wanted 
at the usual price of everyone else's dis- 
comfiture.

Before the con- 
ference ended both men were 
pounding the table. 


The final decision will, of 
course, be up to Chapman. He 
has indicated that he will sustain 
McManus on the ground that if 
he turns a part of the program 
over to REA, he will then have 
to turn another and larger share 
over to the utilities for their pri- 
vate allocation.

Disinterested View 


Garden Club View on 
Conservation Issues 
By Leonard Hall 


OW and then our travels take us farther afield 

then the Ozarks and recently we went to Chi- 

cago to talk on “The Balance of Nature” to the 
Lake Forest Garden Club. Few organizations, in 
our experience, have 
as broad an approach 
to this whole subject 
of the 
and wise use of our 
natural resources as 
do the garden clubs 
of America, and few 
take action more ef- 
fectively when action 
is needed. Perhaps 
the reason for this is 
that their attitude is 
disinterested, with 
none of the tinge of 
exploitation affecting 
the efforts of many 
groups which claim 
an interest in con- 
servation. And while the approach of the garden 
clubs is not in any way pessimistic, neither are they 
inclined to view the scene through the rose-col- 
ored glasses sometimes adopted by professional 
workers in the field. 

* a 


* 

THE GARDEN CLUBS in their conservation ef- 
fort can afford to take the long view; to think in 
terms of the public interest, rather than those of 
the individual who stands to profit from unwise 
use of the nations resources. For them it is at least 
equally important that the food raised on our farms 
be high in nutritional value as that it shall yield 
more bushels per acre. Forests have the tremen- 
dously vital function of protecting the water supply 
of the nation, in addition to furnishing the lumber 
needed by a growing population. Flood control 
programs on our rivers can be weighed impartially 
against plans for preventing these floods at their 
source, by holding the rain where it falls upon the 
land. Thus we find that many garden clubs have 
sections or committees devoted to conservation, 
keeping abreast of the questions which arise, help- 
ing to inform their membership and applying pres- 
sure upon state and national legislative bodies and 
other agencies of government, when such pres- 
sure is necessary. 

* ~ 


THE OPTIMISTIC ATTITUDE of the many agen- 
cies working in this field is not wholly unjusti- 
fied, for much progress is being made. Hugh Ben- 
nett of the Soil Conservation Service has lately 
pointed out that this agency, which deals with the 
application of conservation measures to the land, 
is steadily increasing its efficiency. Working with 
farmers through soil districts which the farmers 
themselves operate, plans for better land use were 
carried out on 26,000,000 acres during 1950, which 
compares with about 4,000,000 acres per year in 
the early years of the service. Now, due to the 
need for more food and fiber, effort is being made 
to double the speed with which the program goes 
forward. If the expected rate of 40,000,000 to 50,- 
000,000 acres per year can be reached, Bennett es- 
timates that by 1970 at least some basic measures 
for conserving the land resource will have been 
applied to all of the farm land of America. 

* 

HERE IN MISSOURI, where soil districts have 
been established in only 24 counties, we have fallen 
behind the rest of the nation in our effort to use 
our land for sustained production in accordance 
with its capabilities. Yet there is evidence that 
under a plan recently announced by Secretary of 
Agriculture Charles Brannan, the deadlock which 
has prevented the formation of soil districts in 
Missouri may be broken. This plan calls for closer 
co-operation than ever before, between the agen- 
cies dealing with land use. If this does happen 
and the farmers of our state tackle the task of 
making better use of every acre on their farms, 
we are certain to forge ahead rapidly toward the 
goal of a permanently prosperous agriculture. 

* 

THE PROGRESS TO DATE, however, should not 
blind us to the magnitude of the job which lies 
ahead. The farms of America still lose three bil- 
lion tons of topsoil annually from wind, gully and 
sheet erosion. Because the topsoil contains the 
nutrients on which plants live, this loss is actual- 
ly 20 times as great as the fertility loss from all 
crops raised and sold off the land. We've made 
desert out of millions of acres of range which will 
never be redeemed for use; we have cut the car- 
rying capacity of the remaining grazing land in 
half and this is still declining. Irrigated lands go 
out of cultivation and are abandoned faster than 
water is being made available on new acreage. Our 
forest resource has shrunk 80 per cent in 200 years, 
40 per cent in the past 36 years. We-are still cut- 
ting three trees for every two that grow in the 
forests of America. Water tables are falling and 
floods are on the incf€®ase, floods which we fail 
to control with billions spent for dams and levees. 

Today, although we have the scientific 
knowledge to remedy ali these things, we fail in 
the task of co-ordinating this knowledge and put- 
ting it to use on the broadest possible scale. No 
better evidence could be given than the high per- 
centage of young Americans who cannot measure 
up to the standards of physical and mental hedlth 
eet for our fighting forces. 

* * * 

IT MAY SEEM STRANGE to turn to a minister 
for an explanation of our failure to apply our 
specialized knowledge to such vital problems as 
these. Dr. Liston Pope of the Yale Divinity School 
points out: “The mind has probed with astonishing 
success into the secrets of nature, of personality, 
of society. An increase in knowledge, however, 
does not always increase man's sense of well-being. 
The use to which the new knowledge will be put 
is not assured. Knowledge, like its hand-maiden 
science, is morally ambiguous; in itself it is better 
than ignorance, yet the uses to which it will be 
put afe not necessarily better. It provides light 
for man's feet but remains the servant of his will. 
There is not likely to be a firm basis for renewed 
hope on the earth until man confesses that his 
problem is ultimately not that of conquest of his 
environment. His problem is himself—and recog- 
nition of this fact is the beginning of true wisdom 
and the prerequisite to man’s survival.”

Fix It Yourself

SK anyone who is trying to 

lose 30 or 40 pounds and 

they'll tell you that too much 
grease is not good for the human 
system. Well it’s even.worse for 
the house plumbing system. 


When grease is hot it’s a liquid 
but when it becomes cold it turns 
into a solid. That’s the reason 
why it’s a good idea to let boiling 
water run down fhe kitchen sink 
drain after you’ 
The hot water softens up the 
grease and gets it out of the 
drain line. ) 


The unfortunate part, however, 
is that even after the grease is 
out of the drain line it can still 
cause trouble to cesspools and 
septic tanks. Grease won't mix 
with water and what's more it’s 
lighter than water, so it floats on 
the surface of the liquid in the 
cesspool and septic tank and does 
its best to clog things up. 


The idea then, is to keep the 
grease out of the tanks and this 
is done by means of a grease trap. 
These traps can be installed in 
the outside sewer lines or they 
can be inside the house—even 
under the kitchen sink. They are 
very simple gimmicks working on 
the principal that as the grease 
is always on the surface of the 
water it will be held in the trap 
if the outlet from the trap is at 
the bottom. From time to time 
the grease in the trap must be 
removed and of. Don't 
just pour it down kitchen 
drain again. 

All in all a grease trap is a 
pretty smart investment for any- 
one who would just as soon not 
have to pay out a lot of money 
one day for an overhaul of the

It’s caused more 
often than not by bad posture 
habits. Put a stop to the habits 
and you automatically put a stop 
to the spreading knee. 

If you’ve been standing with 
your knees tense and rigid, and 
sitting with them pressed against 
the edge of your chair, there's 
no reason to be surprised at their 
enlargement. The constant pres- 
sure is sure to take its toll sooner 
or later. 

Break yourself of these detract- 
ing habits and ypu’ll not only see 
an improvement in the shape of 
your knees in a short while, but 
in the grace. of your carriage as 
well, and immediately. Remind 
yourself always to stand with your 
knees flexed and to sit with at 
least two inches of space between 
them and your chair. 

Of course, exercise is a must in 
extreme cases of knee bulge. 
When the knees are both too 
heavy and too muscular, this 
routine will reduce the excess 
and normalize the shape: 

Sit on a runged stool. Hook 
your heels on any rung that is 
comfortable for you, and spread 
your knees wide apart. Swing

FREQUENT irregularity in 

Canasta is that you draw two 

cards from the stock instead 
of one, perhaps because the cards 
were stuck together; or that you 
accidentally turn over another 
card when you draw. 

The new rules follow the old 
ones fairly closely in these cases, 
but clarify some points. 

Nothing much happens if you 
have not yet added the drawn 
cards to your hand. If the first 
of the two cards was a red three, 
it stands as a legal draw and re- 
placement. If you merely saw or 
exposed the second card (or 
cards), you show it to all the 
other players, replace it on the 
stock, and then play normally. 
The next player may either draw 
the top card of the stock the 
knows what it is, of course) or 
may shuffle the stock and then 
draw. 

If you have drawn more than 
one card and put the cards in 
your hand, you lose your right to 
meld in that turn. If one of the 
cards was a red three, it is cred- 
ited to the opponents and there 
is no othef penalty. In any case, 
you discard only one card, and 
on your next turn you do not 
draw, though you may meld as 
usual, and may even go out if 
you are able. 

When you draw out of turn, but 
don’t put the card in your hand, 
you offer the card to the player 


whose turn it is. If it is your part- 
ner’s turn, he must accept the 
card as his draw. An opponent 
may either accept the card or 
shuffle it into the stock. If it is 
your partner who gets the card, 
he must either meld it or dis- 
card it. He cannot keep it. 

A card that you draw out of 
turn and add to your hand sim- 
ply stands as your own next draw, 
and there is a penalty of 100 
points, subtracted from your 
score. 

Likewise, there is a penalty of 
100 when you try to take the dis- 
card pile out of turn, and add any 
of its cards to your hand. Besides, 
you must place ail your cards face 
up on the table and let the oppo- 
nents reconstruct the discard pile 
and your hand. 

Even when it is your turn, if 
you take the top discard and can- 
not legally meld it, but neverthe- 
less add other discards to your 
hand, the opponents have the 
right to see all your cards and 
reconstruct the discard pile. The 
100-point penalty does not apply 
in this case, however. 

Discarding two cards at once is 
another common error. When you 
discard them simultaneously, you 
may select one as your legal dis- 
card; when you forget you have 
already discarded, and try to dis- 
card again, the first discard 
stands. In either case, the other 
card becomes a penalty card.

OCTORS have found that 

most women do not need fe- 

male sex hormone shots over 
a long period of time to cushion 
the disccmforts during the change 
of life or menopause. If this is 
true, and it is, what causes the 
unpleasant, terrifying and even 
bewildering symptoms in some 
women during their forties? The 
answer can be summed up in the 
single word—fear. 


Certain doctors, by educating 
their pregnant patients about the 
naturalness of childbearing and 
the lack of cause for fear, have 
helped these women to less pain 
during delivery. Similarly, the 
symptoms during the change of 
life spring in large measure from 
fears. 


- -« < 


ONE OF THESE is the fear or 
anxiety at the back of a woman's 
mind that she will be less attrac- 
tive and less useful when her 
childbearing years are past. Many 
women feel themselves to be out- 
casts, nonproductive members of 
society, when they no longer can 
produce children, 


Such a time seems to mark the 
crest of the hill with life from 
then on being less meaningful 
and descending into the valley 
of the shadow. This is a gen- 
eral fear present in many women 
though perhaps not recognized in 
just these terms. 

The change of life itself has 
many wild folk tales connected 
with it. Most women have heard 
whispered stories of the terrors 
of this period, about insanity or 
disabling symptoms. Such legends 
help give rise to fears of the dis-

IT IS PERFECTLY natural 
with these two strong, chronic 
anxieties present to have symp- 
toms in varying degrees during 
the change of life. When doctors 
explain to their patients the 
origin of these symptoms and 
their fears and how the anxieties 
arose, many of the symptoms 
either disappear or become less 
severe. The clincher in this idea 
that fear rather than lack of sex 
hormones causes the symptoms 
is that an explanation plus a mild 
sedative relieves the symptoms as 
fully as do the shots in many 
women. 

In some women (and when the 
menopause follows necessary 
surgery), the temporary use of 
female sex hormone shots is 
necessary and helpful. They can 
cushion the sudden loss of nat- 
ural hormone. By lessening the 
amount injected over a period of 
a few weeks, the need for this 
crutch disappears. 

Actually, by the time “they 
reach their forties and fifties, 
many women are even more 
charming than before. Their in- 
teresting, mature personalities 
more than make up for any phy- 
sical alterations. The secret of 
weathering the forties serenely 
is to avoid borrowing trouble and 
the maintaining of many active 
outside interests.

Assume that West opens the 
spade ace, and makes any con- 
tinuation—another spade, for ex- 
ample. Obviously, declarer must 
run the trump suit without loss— 
but will he? There is a habit 
which must be vigorously resisted 
at this point! 


That habit is to put down the 
ace or king of trumps from the 
closed hand, exactly as though 
dummy’s holding in trumps were 
the Q-10-5-4 instead of the vastly 
different actual holding of Q-8-5-4. 


In the former case, where dum- 
my’s suit is headed by Q-10, the 
lead of an honor from the closed 
hand is absolutely right, because 
this lets declarer see whether 
either defender is void, and de- 
clarer can take the winning action 
on the next round. But when 
dummy lacks the 10-spot, as in 
this case, the lead of the ace or 
king is absolutely wrong! 


The only 4-0 trump break which 
declarer can guard against is 
East’s possible possession of these - 
four trumps—if West has them, 
declarer is helpless. Thus, the- 
correct first play in trumps is a 
low card to the queen! If both 
opponents follow suit there is no 
problem at all; but when West 
shows out, as in this case, de- 
clarer can now take successive 
finesses through East and pre- 
vent the latter from winning a 
trick.
